Before launching into his discussion 
of Schick testing, Doctor McCreary 
told how in recent years infant deaths 
have been reduced from 114 of every 
1.000 to 67 of every 1,000. 
Causes of 
infant mortality in Pennsylvania, he 
added, are pre-natal, such as diseases 
inherited 
from 
parents; 
improper 
feeding and diseases of the respiratory 
system, due to bad housing conditions. 
Lauds Organizations 
Doctor McCreary complimented all 
civic clubs and health organizations, 
including the Red Cross, for what they 
have done for the under-privileged 
child in Pennsylvania in recent years. 
By under-privileged children, Doctor 
McCreary said he meant those chil­ 
dren in poor health, under weight and 
under height or who are suffering 
from mal-nutrition. 
Under-privileged 
children, the speaker stated, are more 
numerous in rural districts than in 
cities, because in the former improper 
cating, over-work and 
fatigue 
arc 
factors contributing to the ill health 
of the youth. 
In Pennsylvania, the 
speaker said, there are 800,000 under­ 
privileged children, of which number 
747.000 air* found in fourth class, or 
country school districts.

Selection of a jury in Gruver’s case 
got under way as soon as the case of 
the Commonwealth against Herbert 
Mutter and George Redkey, charged 
with larceny, was given to the jury, 
after Judge McPherson’s summation 
and charge. 
The larceny action was 
the first case for trial at the pres­ 
ent January term, and revolves about 
the alleged theft by Motter and Rod- 
key of between 800 and 1,000 bushels 
of corn from a field on a farm on 
which Rodkey lived, near Brushtown. 
The Littlestown Savings’ 
Institu­ 
tion, purchaser of the Rodkey farm, is 
the prosecutor in the action. The de­ 
fendants claimed that *he corn be­ 
longed to them and not to the bank, 
although the corn was taken after 
Sheriff John C. Shoaler had sold , .ie 
crop to the bank and to Irvin Hostet­ 
ter.

Washington, Jan. 26.—Official an ­ 
nouncement was made late Monday at 
the White House that President Cool­ 
idge has modified the court-martial 
sentence of Colonel William Mitchell. 
The flve-yenr suspension from mili­ 
tary service was approved, but the 
President ruled that Colonel Mitchell 
should receive all allowances and one- 
half his pay during that period. 
Would Get $4,760 A Year 
In modifying the court-martial de­ 
cision as to pay and allowances, the 
statement pointed out, the President, 
while 
following 
completely 
recom­ 
mendations of Dwight Davis, secre­ 
tary of war, had disagreed slightly 
with 
the 
judge 
advocate-general’s 
recommendation. 
Restoration of the 
colonel’s allowances and one-half of 
the monthly pay, which he would draw 
while not actually engaged in flying. 
will give him an annual income of 
about $4,760. 
Mitchell Reply Intimated 
When informed of the action taken 
by President Coolidge, Colonel Mitch­ 
ell intimated he would issue a public 
statement, and there was reason to 
believe he would at that time make 
known his decision 
to 
tender his 
resignation as an army officer to the 
President. 
In the event the officer, whose criti­ 
cisms of the army and navy air serv­ 
ice administrations aroused strong op­ 
position amQng officials and finally led 
to his trial for insubordination, should 
submit a resignation, it is virtually 
certain the war department 
w-ould 
recommend that it be accepted by the 
President, “for the good of the serv­ 
ice,’’ despite the fact that such action 
automatically would commute the five 
year sentence and give Colonel Mit­ 
chell a complete civilian status.

He said the two Eskimos, companions 
of Dr. Cook, were questioned at the 
reque st of General Thomas IL Hub­ 
bard before Dr. H u nt and six other 
members of the Crocker expedition, 
and th a t they traced out Cook’s course 
on separate maps. 
W ithout refer­ 
ring to each other, Apela and Etook- 
kaschc, the Eskimos, Dr. H unt said, 
showed the explorer haji a t no time 
been nearer than 500 miles from the 
North Pole. 
Amundsen’s 
reported 
statem ent 
was that Cook’s claim to discovery 
could not be disputed on the ground 
of the Eskimos" testimony inasmuch 
as the Eskimos were “ in the habit of 
giving you any answer you ask for.” 
Dr. Hunt said the Eskimos had not 
been asked for any answer, but had 
traced out the route followed by Cook 
w ithout instructions from members of 
the Crocker expedition as to what was 
wanted of them, and without knowing 
there was any intention of disprov­ 
ing Cook’s claim.

Formal Opening: 
Mining Continues 
Of Laboratory 
At Honesdale, Pa. 


Pittsburgh.—Form al opening of the 
new metallurgical laDoratories of the 
Pittsburg!) Experim ent Station of the 
Bureau of Mines, Departm ent of Com­ 
merce, will take place tonight with 
members of the M etallurgical 
Ad­ 
visory Board of Carnegie Institute of 
Technology and the Bureau of Mines 
present. 
Others prominent in min­ 
ing and metallurgical fields are ex­ 
pected to attend. 
The section is one of the three mat- 
allurgical sections of the bureau of 
mines working on ferrous m etallurgy 
and will handle all electro-m etallurgi­ 
cal problems of the metallurgical di­ 
vision of the bureau of mines except 
some relating 
to the electrothermic 
and electrolytic treatm ent of zinc ores. 
The laboratories also will work on all 
those problems of the departm ent that 
involve 
the 
physico-chemical reac­ 
tions of steel and iron making. Some 
of the investigations will be conduct­ 
ed largely in operating plants in and 
near Pittsburgh. 
The section is the outgrowth of an 
agreement in which the Carnegie In­ 
stitute of Technology appointed an ad­ 
visory board for its departm ent of 
m etallurgy and arranged for coopera­ 
tive research fellowships m m etal­ 
lurgy at the Pittsburgh experiment 
station of tile bureaus of mines. 


Honesdale.—Although coal produc­ 
tion in the entire anthracite region is 
at a standstill, with the exception cf 
the operation of washeries at scattered 
points, Honesdale, 
where 
no 
hard 
coal ever has be$n 
mined, 
is 
con­ 
tinuing to supply hundreds of tons of 
fuel daily to Eastern points. 
i 
Many tons of coal are being moved 
from the Wayne county seat as the 
result of 
reclaiming 
operations at 
w hat is known as 
“the 
horseshoe.” 
This is a giant pile of small size an­ 
thracite which was discarded as use­ 
less during the ’90’s, when the gravity 
railroad carried the production of the 
anthracite field here to the Delaware 
i and Hudson canal on which it was 
moved by canal boat to the seaboard. 
The coal is owned by the Hudson Coal 
company and is being handled under 
contract. 
No preparation for m arket 
is necessary. Steam shovels dig their 
way into the mountain of fuel and 
dump it into waiting cars. The fuel, 
in the Eastern m arkets, is reported to 
be retailing at from $12 to $17 a ton. 
The operations have been under way 
for several weeks. 
At one time dur­ 
ing the period the production reached 
as much as IOO cars every twenty-four 
hours.
